Put indecd this is that Army, or very like it, and theſe thoſe Officers , who , when 
they had done thoſe great things under the Parliaments authority and condut, had 
been duly paid by them as the beſt of ſervants , owned by tem as brethren, rendred 
and proyided foras children, honoured and rewarded as the very ſaviours of their

his ambition within any bounds) and the people from the hopes of receiving any be- 
nefat by them. And'tis moſt like, ſo like that Army as ifit were the yery ſame, which 
very _ interrupted that Parliam-n', whom they had not fix months before owned

only lawfu)l author'ty of the Nation : and that awva time when they were induſtri- 
ouſly ſtudying to ſettle the goyernment disjoyned by former uſurpations , and not 
yer (as it ſeems) ſettled to general ſati-fafton; reſupp'ying their tre1ſu-ies mile- 


rably exhauſted by miſmanagements of the late governments, with as little charge or 


gricyance as might be tothe people (and ſolely,if poflibly , out of the Eſtates of Sir 
George

George Booth and other traitors and Apoſtates) for the pay of the rmy ; and that 
moſt juſt, but almoſt forgotten debe of the Publick faith , and not to be infinice, when 
they were providing againſt that dangerous combination of thoſe two preat and 
Malignant conſtellations of France and Spain, united (as is credibly reported Md uni-_ 
verſally bclicyed ) to our ruine in the Scottiſh Kings reſtitution ; and when malice it

attings. Inthe year 1548, they held forth thar the greater number of Members in 
Parliament were apoſftatized and had made defeftion to the King's intereſt after they 
had declared they wonld make no more addreſlces to him ; having plainly diſcoyered 
that in the preſeryation of his perſon and authority , they could not preſerye our re- 
ligion and liberty.

Votes for taking away ſome © flicers commiſſions, and the ruine (as they imply ) of 
their families thereby ; a mighty cauſe ſure, and yery honourably held forth by them 
' who made noconſcience to deligne (and which they now endeayour to carry on ) the 
\ ruine or hazard of three Nations , rather then ſuffer :neclipſe in the power and pro- 
fits of nine b-yſterous gen lemen, who yet are yery far from being ruined by this 
deſeryed reducement ; having ſuch eſtates, for which not long ſince ſome of them 
deemed themſelves fir to fit inan houſe of Peers, who before the wars were ſcarcely 
qualified for an eleQion into the Houſe of Commons. ns 
Littlerxemembring , it ſeems, thit to make them way ; whole brigades, whole Ar =

And was it nota good mark of fayour, to ingage the pro: ccd of all Delinquents

It appears now(though not now firſt )that beſides their pay they muſt have 
honourable grituities, and that themſelyes muſt be the oucly judges of what are c- 
nough ſo. Tis not enough that they were payed to a penny while they were faithſull 
and ſuffered the Parliament to fit and if they have Sd ſince , whom have they 
_ to blame but themſe'yes?)*Tis not enough that their Commanders haye been mcre c- 

minently and plentiful'y rewarded then any under Heayen for ſervices, wherein for 
the molt part the priyate ſouldiers ſuffer woſt in life and limb , withc ut any other 
confiderationthen a little pillage and a letter of tianks ſcaticrd amongſt them, but 
they muſt carve out their own gratuities propor ionable to their avarice and am bi- 
tion, or elfe they are not pleas'd : and overandabove all , muſt have alſo an indefei- 
zable eflate of fee-ſimple in thoſe commands and offices, aud hold no longer at 
will of their Mafters : a tenure which the beſt skill'd armies in the trade of war and 
the military Diſcipline never underſto-d or pretended to in former times.
